Edinburgh, Nov. 1. 1786. 
T a Mecting of the Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce and Manufactures, held here 
this day, ‘THomas EpincTon, Efq; in the Chair, 
they came to the following Refolutions,refpecting the 
propofed nlteration of the Corn Laws. 
Refolwed unanimoufly, 

I. ‘That it is the opinion of this Meeting, that 
the prefent law refpecting the opening and fhutting 
of the ports, for the importation and exportation of 

rain, has been, and is fubject to much abufe, and 
ould be amended. 

Jf. That it is the opinion of this meeting, that 
in a matter of fuch importance as an alteration of 
the Cora Law, much deliberation and attention. are 
requilite; and that the intereflof the Landholder, 
‘the Farmer, the Manufacturer, and the Labourers 
thould be impartially confidered. 

[II. That it is the opinion of this meeting, that 
this body corporate fhould fupport:fuch alteration of 
* the law only, as fhall appear to them beft adapted to 

the general good of the country at large. 

" JV. That it is the opinion of this Meeting, that 

4 Committee’ be appointed’to,take the fubject, in 

the above liberal view, into ferious: confideration, 

and to report to the - next general, Meeting of Di- 

reftors of this Chamber, to be held on: Wednefday 
* the 6th of December next. L sds eas |

CORN LAWS. 

"T= Juftices of the Peace of this County, at their Ge- 

neral Seffions affembled, having taken the propoftd 
alteration of the Corn Law under their confideration, are of 
opinion, ‘That the prefent Corn Law may be much amend- 
ed, and appoint sir Peter Warrender, Baronet ; William Law 
of Elvingfton ; George Buchan-Hepburn of Smeaton; Charles 
Brown of Coalfton; John Hamilton of Pencaitland; Hew 
Dalrymple jun. of North-Berwick, Efqrs; and Robert Fall, 
Ef; Provoft of Dunbar, a Committee, to attend to this im- 
portant fubjeét, to, correfpond with our reprefentatives in 
Parliament, and to, meet with any Committees that may be 
named by the other counties, and by the commefcial and 
manufacturing focicties in Scotland. And’ the meeting ear- 
neftly recommend to this colleétive body, to forma law up- 
on fuch' liberal’ principles, as fhall wnite. the’ intereit of the 
farmer and the ‘manufacturer, and thereby form a perma- 
nent fyftem for, regulating the importation and exporta- 
tidn.of grain, fo far as relates to this part of the united 
Kingdom, ; 

ROGUE-MONEY BILL. 

The Meeting are of opinion, 1/7, That this bill, in fo far 
as it points at introducing, the trial and punifhment of crimes 
‘in the county where they fhall be committed, will prove a fa- 
dutary alteration in the mode of executing the criminal law 
of this county. .2d/y, That this bill, in fo far as it points at 
introducing this alteration, by increafing the tax now levied 
upon the landed property in Scotland, under the name of 
Rogue-money, is unjuft, and ovght to be oppofed, becaufe 
this tax is paid by one clafs of inhabitants only, whofe pro- 
perty is lef$ liable to injury from the hand of violence, than 
the floating, commercial, and manufacturing property in the 
kingdom, which will be totally exempted. And the Meet- 
ing are of pinion, that a tax intended to procure a general 
benefit, ought to affeét every inhabitant according to his 
fubftance. 37¢/y, That the third claute in the bill; whieh re- 
lates to thefe trials, ought explicitly to enaét, thit the ex- 
pence of every criminal trial, which the King’s counfel hall 
dire&t to be tried in the county, and which, from the nature 
of the crime chargea, muft be tried by a jury, fhall be paid 
out of the fund now allocated for defraying the expence of 
trials before the Supreme Court of Criminal Jurifdidtion in 
Scotland. 4thly, That the Sheriff Deputes ought ta have 
No greater power over the Rogue-money, than belongs to 
every Joftice of the Peace; and that'the Sheriff, Subftitutes 
ought to have no power whatever over that fund, and that, 
if the Sheriff Depute difcharge the duty of his offi¢e proper 
ly, there is not the, fmajleft occafien for allowing his Subfti- 
tute tojdraw- upon the Rogue-money, which, by the law as it 
now ftands, is impofed by the Jaftices of the Peace, and is 
under their exclufive management 5’ and that a claufe, infert- 
ed in the bill, declaring the Sheriff Deputes, ex officio, Jultices 
of the Peace in their refpective countigs, will give them every 
reafonable and juft power over it. With thefe alterations, 
the Meeting approve of the bill, and they-do heraby inftua 
their reprefCototive in Parliament to oppofe it, unlefs thefe 
alterations fhall Le adoptéd sand they appojnt the Commit- 
tee formerly named, to meet with the Committees that may 
be named by the other counties in Scotland, to take joint 
meafiires for having thefe and fuch other alterations as may 
be thought neceffary, made in the bill, if it thall be again 

brought into Parliament. 

“SELLING OF CORN BY WEIGHT IN PLACE OF 

MEASURE. 

Mr Fatt of Dunbar laid before the Meeting, a plan for 
‘felling corn by weight, which was confidered, and the general 
object of this plan was approved of, and remitted tothe for- 
mer Committee, with a recommendation to them to lay it 
before any General Meeting that may be held at Edinburgh, 
relative to the Corn Laws —And they appoint thefe refolu- 
Hons to he publithed in the Edinburgh newfpapers.

Mt the City of Glafgorn, the fir day, of November, ' 
Seventeen hundred and eighty fix-years, 


HICH day, the Lord Provoft, Magiftrates, and Council 
of the City of Glafgow, beiag in:Council-affembled, 
and taking into their ferious confideration the propofals, 
made by the land-holdersin and about the city of Edinburgh, 
far altering the , prefent law refpetting the ’imiportation off 
meal and grain into Sébtland, they unanimoufly agre¢d upon, 
and came to the following Réfolutions : ; 
Firft, That-it is of the greate(t importance to a_manufac- 
turing country to, have the price of corn and meal, with 
which the laborious part ef the people are principally fubfitt- 
ed, always on reafonab!e terms, and at fationary prices; and 
that a free importation and exportation of . thefe necellarics 
of life would tend to promote fo defirable an end, 

Secondly, That the. method propnied at a mecting 
fome landed gentlemen letely held, at Edinburgh, as. th 
ftandard for opening and fhutting thé ports, would tend t 
advance the price of grain in this and the sieighbouring weft- 
ern counties. , , 

Thirdly, That it is well’'known the price of meal in Glaf. 
gow and its neighbourhood, is always higher than in the Lo- 
thians; and if the price of meal and grain in thefe counties 
is to be the ftandard for opening and thutting the poris in 
Scotland, this great manufacturing diftriét, which, even in 
plentiful feafons requires importation from. other countries, 
cah never expect to fee the medium-price.of. meal as low as 
it has heretofore been, | , 

Fourthly,. That the laws now in force for. the importation 
of grain arid meal, have been beneficial to this country ; and 
any-alteration of thefe laws that may have a tendency to 
raife thd prices higher than they have hitherto been, would 
have a ruinous effeét on the manufaétures of Scotland in ge- 
neral, and in particular on thefe in this diftricj. And, 

Fifthly, ‘They refoive and agree to oppofe any bill that 
may be brought into Parliament, by which the price of grain 
and meal may be ftcadily raifed, or which may alter tine pre- 
fent laws, to the prejudice of this city and the, country adja- 
cent. 

And they ordain this act to be printed and publifhed in 
the Edinburgh and Glafgow news-papers; and appoint the 
Lord (Provott to tranfmit a printed copy’hereof td each of 
the Royal Boroug':s in Scotland. ’

hurtful to manufaéturers, and likewife to the proprietors of , 
land. ‘To encourage manufactures is fecuring the fafelt and 
beit market for the produce of the country; and, in this 
point of view, the landed and manufaéturing interefts are too 
intimately conneéted for the former to have any ‘danger to- 
fear from the latter: ‘Their extent of property will always 
prove a fufficient inducement for them to .feek the welfare ° 
of the country, wolefs tifled by defigning men. The Meet- 
ing were, therefore, of opinion, that, to make them relin- 
quith the propofed alteration, it is only neceffury to convince” 
them of the impropriety of ‘the’ meafure. Different ftate- 





view of foreign and domeftic markets, at a period when moft 
of the Britifh ports were fhut, with remarks on the influence 
the import of fureign corn had npon the price at fome open 
ports, when compared with thofe that were that, they were 
fully of opinion, if the matter was confidered’frée of falfe 
and groundlefs prejudices by each party, and with that libe- 
rality of fentiment which ought to. influeace every public 
meafure, the ground of contention between the landed and 
manufacturing intere{t might for ever be removed.

of 5 s. upon every quarter of wheat exported, and Upon o- » 
ther grain in ‘proportion, we thereby give our neighbouring 
rival nations a decided advantage in their manufaétures over 
our own, by. affording them grain at a cheaperrate than we 
fupply ourfelves with ; for Englifh grain can be carriéd from 
many ports of that country, to feveral ports on the Conti- 
nent, at a much lefs expence than it can be brqught to the 
weft of Scotland, ‘The time was when, perhaps, it was-good 
policy to allaw a bounty upon exportation, when agriculture 
was very imperfect, and corn the ftaple; but the’encreafe 
of manufactures has made it otherwife ; and, as the cauié has 
now ceafed, the praétice fhould be diftontinued, . 
The Meeting cannot help alf obferving, that a pr 
has long obtained in moft, if not the whole of the boroughs, 
which they apprehend is very unfriendly to mantfactures, 
that is, laying a tax upon the real neceflaries of life, which 
has an evident influence on the price, and bears-hard on the 
laborious poor, and ought to be remedied; they, therefore, 
agree to co-operate with their brethren in purfuing meafures 
that may have a tendency to promote the Seneral goo’, and 
contribute proportionally for that purpofe, if neceflary ; and 
appoint the fame to be publithed in the Glafgow and Edin-
